IN the biggest signing coup since Marconi’s 

signing of Roberto Vieri from Italy some seven 

years ago, their Sydney-based, Italian-backed 

counterparts, APIA LEICHHARDT have secured 
the signature of Poland’s three time World Cup 

hero — GREGORZ LATO ... 


The amazing deal was 
sealed by the APIA club 
last week amid a hive of 
security and secrecy. 

APIA were not willing 
to give any details 
although all the pros and 
cons will be explained this 
week at a proposed press 
conference. 

The important thing of 
Lato’s signing is that he is 
going to play as a con- 
tracted player for the full 
1986 season, he is NOT a 
guest player. 

Lato was born in April, 
1950, making him 36- 
years-old and with a cou- 
ple of good years left in 
him yet. 

In the 1974 World Cup 
Finals he was leading 
goalscorer with seven 
goals and in that competi- 
tion helped Poland to 
third-place overall which 
culminated with a win 
over Brazil. 

Once described as the 
‘Best Right Winger in the 
World’, Lato went on to 
represent Poland in the 
1978 and 1982 World 
Cups, their game invari- 
ably always revolving 
around him. 

This continues a season 
for APIA in which they 


are planning big and extra- 
vagantly and much to 
their credit that they are. 

Tt began with the sign- 
ing of coach, RALE 
RASIC along with many 
fine players and has come 
along to the news that 
APIA are venturing into 
building a new stadium, 
the plans of which were 
made known last week. 

In his heyday had a bit 
of everything. He had 
pace, speed off the mark, 
fine anticipation of the 
moment to break in pur- 
suit of a defence-splitting 
through pass and he got 
goals with both head and 
foot. 


Lato was the winger of 
his times par excellence, 
now though his play is 
quite a bit more sedate 
than his halcyon days but 
if he can reproduce some 
of his best form, APIA 
and Australian fans alike 
will be in for a treat! 


As for the ‘NEW’ sta- 
dium, the old and unim- 
pressive set-up at APIA’s 
home ground Lambert 
Park will be given a great 
revamp and the first stages 
of reconstruction are all 
but finished. 


The antiquated stand on 
the western end of the 
ground has been replaced 
and seating has bee instal- 
led in the terraces already. 


Soon the installation of 
new floodlights will take 
place and the ground will 
have a complete new look 
about it. 

Congratulations are ex- 
tended to the APIA com- 
mittee on a fine job. 

With the tradition that 
envelopes the APIA club 
it is only right that top 
class facilities follow 
them.

BIG SPONSOR

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WE noticed in a recent issue of the excellent 
New Zealand publication “Soccer Express” a 
front page story concerning Charlie Dempsey, 
chairman of the NZ Football Association. 

The story stated that Dempsey, surely NZ's 
“Mir Soccer” as far as administration is con- 
cerned, has been honoured by FIFA. 

The Kiwi Soccer boss has been invited by 
FIFA to play a role in the staging of this year’s 
World Cup in Mexico. 

The Soccer Express quotes Dempsey thus: 
“This is tremendous recognition for New Zea- 
land and Oceania football. The appointment will 
help get our people on to other FIFA commit- 
tees in the future.” 

It has already been reported that the chief 
executive of the Australian Soccer Federation, 
Brian Emery, will also be in Mexico this year on 
World Cup business for FIFA. 

And it would be most surprising if the ASF 
president, Sir Arthur George, did not similarly 
appear at the festivities in Mexico. 

Could it be that with Dempsey, Emery and 
George all being summoned to Mexico to assist 
with the running of the World Cup, the blighted 
Oceania Confederation is at last getting recog- 
nition from Soccer’s international ruling body? 

We would like to think this is true but, if 
FIFA’s previous track record is anything to go 
by, Oceania will remain very much the poor 
relation of the world fellowship of football. 

Let us be honest about this. Oceania is 
treated like an embarrassing impediment, bare- 
ly clinging for survival in the vast FIFA family. 

Indeed, we have often wondered why FIFA 
doesn't rid itself of the embarrassment by 
scrapping Oceania altogether. 

Surely, Australia would be no worse off. 

Oceania is the dumping ground of the world, 
a convenient Soccer wilderness into which the 
politically sensitive nations like Israel and 
Taiwan can be banished for qualifying matches 
in FIFA-organised tournaments. 

As Australia discovered to its cost late last 
year, even success in the Oceania qualifiers 
does not allow a country to compete in the 
World Cup. 

Instead, an additional massive hurdle - this 
time in the shape of Scotland - is thrown in the 
path of whichever country wins Oceania. 

Next time, Australia and New Zealand have 
been “promised” that whichever nation wins 
the Oceania section will have to tackle a team 
from South America. 

These are serious matters which ought to be 
resisted to the limit by the rulers of Soccer in 
this part of the world. 

If the Oceania Confederation is not strong 
enough to supply a qualifier for the World Cup, 
it is up to FIFA to improve Oceania’‘s strength. 

That is the sort of deal the Oceania people 
should be wringing out of FIFA in May and June 
while they enjoy the Mexican sunshine. 

As AUSTRALIAN SOCCER WEEKLY has 
suggested more than once in the past, it is 
essential for FIFA to filter some countries from 
Asia into Oceania. 

Asia is much too big. Oceania is much too 
small. Is the remedy for both problems too 
simple for the world’s Soccer rulers to 
accept? 

It is just not good enough for FIFA to half 
apologise, presenting the excuse that Asian 
countries do not wish to join Oceania. 

This poses the question...“who is running 
world Soccer - FIFA or the individual countries 
in Asia?” 

If FIFA wishes to see a stronger, more viable, 
Oceania Confederation, let it INSIST on the 
transfer of four or five Asian teams: for 
instance Indonesia, Malaysia, Hong Kong, Sing- 


apore, and the Philippines would do for starters. 


Then it would be impossible for FIFA to deny 
direct entry to the World Cup for the best team 
in Oceania. r 

These are vital matters which must be put to 
FIFA by Charlie Dempsey, Brian Emery and Sir 
Arthur George. 

If our representatives do not take firm action 
in this direction, Oceania will continue to be 
treated as rubbish by the FIFA hierachy 
in Zurich. 

Oceania desperately needs strong leader- 
ship at this time. 

We must hope it is forthcoming.

"ARGENTINA — MARADONA 


If Argentina’s Italian- 

based inside-forward, 
the miraculous Diego 
Maradona fires in Mex- 
ico, then anything is 
possible for the 1978 
World Cup winners. 
Having cost Italian 
First Division club Napoli 
no less than $10,000,000, 
Maradona has displayed 
his undoubted skills for 
them over the past two 
years. ~ 
Maradona’s first ven- 
ture into World Cup 
Finals football was a fai- 
lure back in 1982 in Spain. 
So much was expected 
of him yet he only really 
showed his true form on 
one occasion. . .in the 4-1 
first round win over 
Hungary, where he scored 
twice. 
Yet the rest of that 
campaign was best forgot- 
ten. He was ineffective 
against Belgium and com- 
pletely shut-out by Italy, 
in particular by Claudio 
Gentile. 

The complete roughing 
up of his diamond came in 
Argentina’s final match 
against Brazil (lost 3-1) 
when Maradona commit- 
ted a crued foul on Batista 
and duly got his marching 
orders — leaving the 
world stage for which he 
had promised much, in 
disgrace. 

Now it seems things 
have changed. Maradona 
has matured, so much so 
that he is captain of both 
club and country. 

Only 26, he has been 
rated the biggest Soccer 
genius to hit world foot- 
ball since Pele. 

He is certainly one of 
the few players who al- 
ways produces the unex- 
pected. 

A potential match-win- 
ner, he has thrillled fans in 
Europe and South Amer- 
ica with his seemingly end- 
less array of skills. 

Maradona was the 
world’s first $10 million 
footballer — that was 
how much it cost Boca 
Juniors to get him away 
from Argentinos Juniors. 


He was an international 
at 16. A year later he was 
within a whisker of his 
country’s 1978 World Cup 
squad. 

At 19, he was the 
youngest Argentine player 
ever to score 100 League 
goals. 


But late in 1981 Mara- 
dona made headlines for 
all the wrong reasons. He 
refused to attend the train- 
ing camp for matches 
against Poland and 
Czechoslovakia and the 
manager Cesar Menotti 
was forced to play without 
his ace. 


Menotti claims of him: 
“He has all the talent in 
the world: now he must 
show the world just how 
good he is.” 


Not unlike another 
Group A team, Italy, 
Argentina had a poor 1981 
prior to the World Cup 
and really. never shook 
this bad form. It will have 
to be seen if they can 
respond to appearing on a 
world stage again. 


Argentine journalist 
Rex Gowar says: “If Diego 
Maradona is at his best 
he’ll be the star of the 
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HOLDS THE KEY 


tournament and will con- 
tribute in no small way to 
Argentina grabbing the 
world title. In what is 
likely to be a relatively 
defensive tournament_an 
in-form Maradona could 
be the difference. 

“He'll be backed by a 
strong defence and a lot of 
experienced players. If 
Argentina meet Brazil on 
the way to the Final I 
think they will eliminate 
the Brazilians.” 

Carlos Lopez of Uru- 
guay has a different view. 
“I believe Argentina will 
again be the big dis- 
appointment of the World 
Cup, even though they 
should qualify for the 
second phase without too 
many problems,” says 
Carlos. 

Like his predecessor 
Cesar Menotti, current 
manager Carlos Bilardo 
has made it clear Argenti- 
na will go to Mexico to 
play football. 

“This is what we did in 
qualifying and I will have 
my players doing their 
best to provide attractive 
football,” he promised.

“I received 
the call-up in Italy and my 
friends kept telling me not 
to accept, that Bilard® is 
this and that and his tactics 
are negative. My wife in- 
sisted I had an internatio- 
nal reputation which was 
not worth throwing away 
and that I had a 99 per 
cent chance. to lose and 
one per cenfin my favour. 
But in the end I went, 
because my love for the 
national team jersey is 
about everything.” 

Having already played 
in qualifying and final 
games of two World Cups 
— in 1978, when Argenti- 
na won it, and in 1982 — 
Passarella, whose in- 
ternational career has 
already spanned nine 
years, should know what 
he is talking about when 
he disagrees with coach 
Bilardo who says that 
qualifying for the finals 
was harder than it would 
be playing in them next 
year. 


“T don’t think the 
Argentine team played up 
to its full potential, but 
they have to improve 100 
per cent to be able to put 
up a good show in Mex- 
ico,”’ Passarella says. 

What should the natio- 
nal team do from now 
until Mexico? 

“Bilardo will have to 
start from scratch again. I 
say that, because since the 
qualifying games so many 
more players have been 
sold to foreign clubs that 
precisely the whole natio- 
nal team is now abroad. 
Bilardo will have to pick 
new players and it is also 
essential to play as many 
international matches as 
possible, say 15 with the 
majority against European 
teams, also in Europe 
where the players with 
clubs there can line up. 
Some games should also be 
played in Mexico to get 
used to the conditions 
here.”

Should the Argentine 
team play a different style 
of Soccer? 

“No. The team know 
Bilardo’s style is like that 

. man for man, libero 
and stopper .. . it takes 
some getting used to. As 
for myself, everybody asks 
me why I didn’t go more 
into attack. I would like to 
go up more. In Italy, 
although I also play libero, 
I have three defenders be- 
hind me and I am the only 
one who goes up. But 
when I returned to the 
national team, I accepted 
the rules and I knew be- 
forehand that I would be 
made to play that way.” 

Did he agree with the 
team playing so carefully, 
and afraid of giving any- 
thing away and not risking 
enough in the qualifying 
games against Venezuela, 
Colombia and Peru? 

“No, I didn’t ... not 
against these rivals, be- 
cause our Soccer standard 
is so superior.” 

Having played under 
both coaches, how did he 
compare Cesar Menotti 
and Bilardo? 

“Menotti is a great 
coach and I am proud to 
be a friend of his. He put 
me into the national team 
when I was only a reserve 
at River Plate, because he 
had great faith in me. It 
was he who taught me 
how to go into attack 
which was my strong point 
for many years.” 

Passarella’s candidates 
for the next World Cup 
are West Germany, Italy, 
England and France, but 
he added that Argentina 
and Brazil have room for 
improvement and, if they 
do, could finish in leading 
places. 


Passarella donated his 
pay for playing in the 
World cup qualifying 
games — $15,000 — toa 
national organisation sup- 
plying food to the poor 
and is thinking of retiring 
next summer to return 
home. 

If and when this hap- 
pens, top forwards all 
around the world will 
surely breathe a collective 
sigh of relief at no longer

with this most powerful 
and aggressive of adver- 
saries. 

It seemed that Pas- 
sarella’s distinguished in- 
ternational career had 
come to an end im- 
mediately after the 1982 
World Cup in Spain. He 
had been outstanding 
there, probably the most 
venturesome defender on 
display along with Cabri- 


ni and Scirea of Italy and 
Junior of Brazil, but the 
other Argentines failed to 
match his forceful exam- 
ple and relinquished their 
world crown after defeats 
by Italy and Brazil. Men- 
totti was replaced by 
Bilardo, who then pro- 
ceeded to build a new 
team based on home-based 
players. Veterans of the 
1978 triumph playing 
abroad — namely Pas- 
sarella, Ardiles, Kempes 
and Bertoni — were out 
in the cold.

Schumacher. 

Also in this elite bunch 
will be Belgium’s Jean- 
Marie Pfaff, who at 32 
claims his best years are 
still ahead of him! 

Pfaff, who played for 
Belgium in Spain in 1982, 
now plays at club level in 
West Germany with the 
crack Bayern Munich. 

He’s been there ever 
since he caught the world 
spotlight in Spain in 1982. 

Pfaff is one of the real 
characters of world foot- 
ball and highlights the 
belief that one must be 
somewhat crazy to be a 
top class keeper! 

Capped over S50 times 
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for Belgium, he’s also 
starred in two European 
Nations Championships in 
1980 and 1984, 


Pfaff’s strong points are 
his sharp reflexes and mar- 
vellous anticipation. 

He is also a very good 
organiser of his defence 
and never stops talking 
through a game. 

The only flaw in his 
make-up at present is that 
his performances with 
Bayern of late have been 
rather inconsistent. 


But, he is quick to point 
out, this is never the case 
when he plays for 
Belgium. 

Pfaff was born on 
December 4, 1953 and is 
one of a family of 10. 

He began his playing 
career at the age of 11 in 
the kids team of SK 
Beyern near Antwerp. 

From there he con- 
tinued until he made the 
Bevern first team. 

And although they were 
only a part-time outfit 
they won the Belgian Cup 
in 1978 and the champion- 
ship in 1979. 

It was in 1979 they 
shocked Europe by beat- 

ya 


pean Cup-Winners Cup. 

The little Belgian side 
made the semi-final of this 
prestigious trophy only to 
lose narrowly to Barce- 
lona. 

Such was Pfaff’s fine 
form that he was named 
Belgium’s “Footballer of 
the Year.” 

The honours continued 
to flow and he then re- 
placed the great Christian 
Piot as Belgium’s national 
team keeper. 

Big clubs in Belgium 
and Holland, such as 
Anderlecht, Ajax and 
Feyenoord, sought his 
signature. 


But, with a flourishing 
sports goods business in 
town and a lucrative 
publicity contract with the 
local bank, he refused to 
move from Bevern. 

Then came Spain and

After Spain, Pfaff be- 
came unsettled in Belgium 
and a transfer fee of 
$500,000 took him to West 
Germany and Bayern 
Munich. 

As _unsual Pfaff got 
himself involved in con- 
troversy at Bayern and at 
one stage asked for a 
transfer. 

However, some smart 
talking by the club’s busi- 
ness manager Uli Hoeness 
kept him in Germany. 

He was also involved in 
a traffic accident in which 
two elderly nuns were 
injured. 

One of them died, but 
Pfaff was exonerated of 
blame. 

In the final qualifying 
round of this year’s World 
Cup, Pfaff put up the 
shutters against Holland 
and more than anyone else 
won his country a spot in 
Mexico.

So, as France won in 
Los Angeles, Europe will 
haye a quota of five teams 
in the finals. 

The quota of Olympic 
final places for Seoul is:- 
AFRICA — 3 teams. 

ASIA — 3 teams in- 
cluding Korea. 

EUROPE — 5 teams. 

SOUTH AMERICA 
— 2 teams. 


CONCACAF — 2 
teams. 

OCEANTA/ISRAEL 
— 1 team. 


Also, the decision of the 
FIFA Congress held in 
Buenos Aires in 1978 is 
still valid which means 
that the national associa- 
tions of Europe and South 
America may not play any 
players who have partici- 
pated in any matches of 
the World Cup (qual- 
ifying or final games.) 

It has also been deemed 
by FIFA that the qual- 
ifying rounds of the Olym- 
Pics will have to be played 
within the time period of - 
August 31, 1986 and May, 
31, 1988. 

The draw for the qual- 
ifying competition will be 
held in Mexico City dur- 
ing the coming World 
Cup Finals in June. = 

The Oceania/Israel 
qualifying games will be 
held on a tournament basis 
either in Australia or New 
Zealand. 


At the present time, 
Australia is favourite to 
hold the series although. as, 
usual, New Zealand want 
to hold SOME matches 
over there.

“THE best from a bad bunch” — that could well be the term to describe 
the teams to be picked for the annual Brisbane-Ipswich clash next 


month. 


Although the statement 
is probably a little hafsh, 
and will hardly be liked 
by Queensland Soccer 
Federation Officials, there 
can be no denying that the 
standard of football in the 
XXXX pre-season com- 
petition has been poor. 

None of the 12 par- 
ticipating teams — which 
represent the top of 
Queensland Soccer — has 
been able to show any 
consistency throughout the 
tournament. 

Whether the use of the 
Brusasco line (the 25m no 
backpass, no offside ex- 
periment) is a factor is 
debatable. The competi- 
tion has produced goals, 
but so many teams have 
looked average and unable 
to string two wins 
together. 

But new Brisbane 
coach Mal Bland, refuses 
to be perturbed. 

“IT am looking at indi- 
viduals, not teams nor 
their results,” he said. 

“T have gone into the 
task of picking a Brisbane 
team with an open mind. I 
have been looking at what 
players are doing once 
they are on the ball and 
how they react off the 
ball. 

“The ones I will pick 
are those who are applying 
themselves the best, 
irrespective of how their 
team is doing in the com- 
petition,” Bland said. 


Bland, and his Ipswich 
counterpart Gary Wilkins, 
must submit their 14-man 
squads by next week. 

As Ipswich will be pick- 
ed from the City’s two 
XXXX League sides, 
Coalstars and Ipswich 
United, Wilkins’ job is 
initially easier as he only 
has a certain number of 
combinations. 

Players like Ron Mill- 
man, Mark McNaughton, 
Tain Lawrie, Wayne War- 
ren and Mark Brusasco 
are among those who pick 
themselves. 


But for Bland, his side 
will come from nine teams 
— and none of those is yet 
to provide a consistent 
scorer — although Grange 
Thistle’s Ian Brown net- 
ted four last week. 

“JT started with a long 
list that included about 
three or four players from 
each side. Over the past 
week I have begun whit- 
tling that down as I watch- 
ed the players again,” he 
said. 

Bland, a former New 
Zealand International, 
underlined his coaching 
credentials when he 
steered Easts to the top 
four in the 1981 State 
League. 

His side lost this pre- 
liminary final on a Russell 
Stewart penalty to Mount 
Gravatt after an amazing 
510 minutes of football. 

The marathon promp- 


ted a later constitutional 
change to restrict replays. 
Bland is uncertain 
whether he will use ‘his 
Brisbane appointment as a 
springboard back to the 
club coaching scene. 


He said: “I was delight- 
ed when I was approached 
to coach Brisbane and I 
am enjoying it immensely, 
but as far as the future is 
concerned, I will just sit 
back and wait. If an 
opportunity comes along I 
will assess it in relation to 
my work and family be- 
fore committing myself. 


“There is no point in 
doing something unless it 
can be done well.” 

Brisbane, who won last 
year’s Intercity clash on 
penalties after extra time, 
meets Ipswich at Perry 
Park on Saturday night, 
April 5.

AFTER two years in exile, former Socceroo 
Steve Perry, is set to return to Brisbane City. 


Perry, 31, has trialled at 
Spencer Park for the past 
fortnight after playing for 
two seasons with in- 
termediate league club 
Redlands United.

CAN a European team win the World 
Cup in South or Central America? 


It has never been done before, but some 
experts predict this could be the year. 


Denmark, England, 
West Germany and Italy 
have been mentioned as 
chances to make history 
by winning the World 
Cup in the heat of Cen- 
tral America. 

When you realise that 
Mexico, the Cup host 
country, poses problems of 
altitude as well as heat, it 
seems rather unlikely that 
a European national will 
win there. 

The South Americans 
with their superior skill 
are able to play the game 
at a slower pace than 
European teams. 

The pressure defence so 
prevalent in Britain and 
Europe is harder to sustain 


at high altitude with 
diminished oxygen. 

Despite all this, there 
seems to be a feeling 
abroad that some Euro- 
pean team will make his- 
tory this year. 

Frank Arok, Australia’s 
coach, does not agree with 
those who think Denmark 
can be successful in 
Mexico. 

He says their game is 
based on high-speed play 
and this will be slowed 
down in the heat and 
rarified air of Mexico. 

This thinking would 
also make England or 
Scotland only an outside 
chance of winning there, 
as their game also requires

abundant energy, power 
and speed. 

Scotland appears to be 
short of world-class play- 
ers, though in Kenny 
Dalglish, if he can get 
match fit, they have a man 
of enormous skill whose 
game is not based on 
running.

THE question of whether the grand panjandarums of Soccer in NSW are keeping up with 
the needs of the junior and schools market must be currently resolved in the negative. 


BY KEITH GILMOUR 


That is the unfortunate 
conclusion that must be 
reached when Soccer’s 
activities in this vitally 
important sphere are mea- 
sured against those of 
competitor codes. 

Fortunately Soccer 
established a long lead 
over all opposition in the 
State and only extreme 
lethargy on behalf of State 
Federation and State 
Amateur Federation offi- 
cials will cause it to be 
whittled away. 

There is time to make 
good the delay in obtain- 
ing full-time administra- 
tion, but do the game’s 
controllers recognise the 
urgency of meeting the 
problem face on? 

The test of where Soc- 
cer stands is to compare 
the development staffing 


with the other codes. 

RUGBY LEAGUE: 
Coaching and develop- 
ment personnel in place 
throughout the State.

The strength of junior 


and schools Soccer in 
NSW rests firmly with 
amateur officials. They 
have done, and will con- 
tinue to do, a great job for 
the sport. 

But in this day and 
generation there is a need 
for top class management 
as well. 

No stone must be left 
unturned to modernise 
arrangements and keep 
Soccer rolling ahead. 


In the private schools a 
State-wide Cup competi- 
tion was mooted over a 
year ago but the scene is 
particularly quiet. 

This is sorely needed to 
complement the Com- 
monwealth Bank Cup, 
which covers all the State 
schools. 

Soccer must expand 
further in the schools, as 
this is where huge popula- 
tions of youngsters gather. 

The NSW Amateur Soc- 
cer Federation should 


have the ingenuity and the 
ability to fossick up the 
funds to get full-time de- 
velopment on the road. 


The challenge to the 
administrators is to prove 
that they have the initia- 
tive to recognise the prob- 
lems and objectives of the 
late 1980’s and to do some- 
thing constructive to send 
Soccer racing ahead. 

Let us hope that they 
meet the challenge — and 
quickly. 

As a footnote, look at 
the funding and develop- 
ment of the coaching cen- 
tre at Valentine Park, 
Parklea. 

Government assistance 
is based on the huge num- 
bers playing junior and 
schools Soccer. 

To lock into a worth- 
while future this must be 
an ongoing commitment, 
complete with livewire, 
full-time development per- 
sonnel.
